OW that the first smoke of the great battle is clearing away, 
and it becomes possible to discern in a measure what has 
been accomplished, and what still remains to be accomplish- 
ed, one fact seems to stand out with ever-increasing clear- 

ness, and that is that the Allies have only completed one task to 
find another, just as imperative and just as honorable, lying before 
‘them. The world has been freed, it must now be fed and clothed, 
rehabilitated and comforted. The call for these things comes in 
from every quarter, and, as might be expected, it comes in most 
insistently from Germany. Hardly was the ink dry on the armis- 
tice which marked the downfall of that nation, after an unparal- 
Jeled effort on the part of its rulers, supported by its people, to 
dominate the world and to put an end to human liberty, than ,there 
began to come across the German frontiers the most abject appeals 
to the world for food and clothing. Within a few days all the 
familiar means which, during the last four years, have been so 
indiscriminately used to hoodwink people everywhere were re- 
quisitioned for this new campaign. The one-time German Colonial 
Minister, Dr. Solf, one of the foremost exponents of ‘Great Ger- 
many,’’ sent out his appeal to the President of the United States, 
and this was followed, shortly afterward, by appeals from the Ger- 
man women, exploiting all those sympathies of which every action 
of Germany, during the previous four years, had been 2 denial. 

Now as to the position of Germany in this matter, no one 1s 
likely to be in the least deceived. Mr. Hoover stated quite bluntly, 
the other day, before his. departure for Europe, that he was not 
concerned in the least about Germany. And it is quite certain that 
any one who will for a moment calmly review the situation need be 
under no misgivings that the German people are really in danger 
of starvation, or anything approaching such a condition. There 
are other people throughout the world, thousands and even millions 
of them, who are in far greater need than those of Germany, and 
who have an immeasurably greater claim for immediate attention. 

There is a call that this work of relief shall be done on an un- 
paralleled scale, and perhaps the chief problem involved is the dif- 
ficulty of realizing the immensity of the task. In Asia Minor alone, 
to take the one instance in which something like accurate figures 
are available, there are now nearly 4,000,000 refugees. These peo- 
ple are for the most part destitute; that is to say, they are without 
food, clothing, or houses, and many thousands of them are wan- 
dering about the countryside, which has been swept clean even 
of every edible root. Many of them aer crowded into towns 
and villages, where only the wealthy can obtain food, and, as Dr. 
Barton of the American Committee for Armenian and Syrian Re- 
lief explained to a representative of this paper some time ago, un- 
less the Allies are at this time forehanded in providing for these | 
people, the door of opportunity will open and find them unprepar- 
ed to enter in time to save and provide for them. 

Four and a half years ago, it is safe to say, such a problem 
as this would have seemed impossible of solution. An Indian 
famine, whieh, in the years past, was perhaps the only parallel of 
such a condition, was the merest temporal deficiency compared 
with the present conditions in Asia Minor. But the problem in 
Asia Minor, today, presents only a tithe of the whole. The destitu- 
tion throughout the whole of the Near East can be only a very 
small part of the destitution obtaining throughout immense areas | 
of Europe and Asia, Russian Poland, Bosnia-Herzegovina, Serbia, 
Rumania, and vast sections of European Russia, to say nothing of 
Belgium and Northern France, are in a very like situation. Of all 
these, perhaps, the situation in Russia is the worst. No less than | 
40,000,000 people in Northern Russia, north of the fifty-seventh | 
parallel and west of the Ural Mountains, are faced with starvation 
unless the great problem of their relief ean be solved before the 
winters sets in in real earnest. Here it is not a question of short: | 
Russia has an aceumulated store of grain |

From all this it will be clearly seen that there is a demand on 
all resources, labor, and continued sacrifices of the allied peoples 
in every direction. All the grain and foodstuffs that can, be pro- 
cured are needed in Western Europe; al the manufactured arti- 
cles, in the widest sense of that term, all the clothing, which can 
be made are needed in Russia and throughout Siberia. In the 
face of the immense call for work which all this involves, the 
doubt, so often expressed, that when demobilization commences. in 
earnest there will be difficulty in finding places for the men once 
again returning to civil life, is seen in all its absurdity. There is, 
indeed, enough work for every one, and a great demand that eevry 
one should work. 

And when this much has been said, this much more needs to 
be said, and said with due emphasis, that any such recital of world 
conditions as that just given is very far from being an argument for 
pessimism. The problem may be complex, the task tremendous, 
but the one can be solved and the other sustained without any ap- 
prehension of failure. ‘‘Given good will,’’ declared a great British 
statesman on a memorable occasion, ‘‘everything is possible.’’ And 
if good will means anything in this connection, it surely means 
unity, ‘unselfish devotion to a common aim, a refusal to sink back 


into lethargy, and a righteous determination that that high purpose | 


which has achieved so much, during the past four and a half years, 
shall be retained and maintained for the great task of rehabilita- 
tion.—Christian Science Monitor.

Romans 8:28:—‘“And we know that 
all things work together for good to 


them that love God, to those who 
are called according to his pur- 
pose.” 

An ancient reading of this verse 
is, “And we know that to them who 
love God, God worketh all things 
with them for good.” 


There are three theories by which 
men explain lite. The first is that 
of Fate. When ignorant man _ is 
confronted by circumstances he is 
unable to explain or control, he at- 
tributes them to fate. The Greeks 
thought that there were three di- 
vinities that presided over the for- 
tunes of birth, life, and death. 
Clotho spun life’s thread, Lachesis 
Measured its length, and Atro-pos 
cut it with his shears. So with peo- 
ple everywhere. In the hours’ of 
perplexity, pressed by life’s burdens, 
stunned by its riddles, and appar- 
ently helpless to control the stream 
of circumstances, people say, half in 
earnest and half in jest, “What is to 
be will be”; “If I am fated to go or 
stay, live or die, it will so happen, 
in spite of anything I can do.’ Such 
a declaration is not strange nor is 


it contemptible. But it is wrong. 
It is unchristian. Reason, intelli- 
gence, Christian philosophy, and

Here’s some German proaganda 
dropped from an airplane over the 
lines in which was one of our own 
boys, Lieut. F. C. Froehde, Nov. 4th. 
Mr. Froehde mailed it to Chad Fran- 
cisco in charge of letters from the 
members of the fire department to 
members in Uncle Sam’s service. 
The message is about 5x9 in size 
and reads as follows: 
“THE BETTER PART OF VALOR” 


“Are you a brave man or a CcOow- 


ard? 

“It takes a brave man to stand up 
for his principles. Cowards stand be- 
hind leaders and die, imagining that 
‘by so doing they become heroes. . 

“The motive of an act is its meas- 
ure. If you think the war is hell 
and that you as a citizen of the 
United States of America have no 
business to be fighting in France for 
England you are a coward to stay 
with it. If you had the courage to 
face criticism you would get out 
and over the top in no time to a 
place where there is some likeli- 
hood that you may see home again. 

“What business is this war in Eu- 
rope to you anyhow? You don’t 
want to annex anytthing, do you? 
You don’t want to give up your life 
for the abstract thing “humanity.” 

“If you believe in humanity and 
that life is precious, save your own 


life and dedicate it to the service of) 


your own country and the women 
who deserve it of you. 

“Lots of you fellows are staying 
with it because you are too coward- 
ly to protest, to assert your own 
wills, Your wills are the — best 
judges of what is best for you to 
do. Don’t ask any one’s opinion as 
to what you would better do! You 
know best what is the right thing 
to do. Do 
Germany never did any harm to you, 
all the newspaper tales of wrong 
were printed to inflame you to the 
fighting pitch, they were lies, you 
know you can’t believe what you 
reag in the papers. 

“If you stay with the 
chances to one, all you will get out 
of it will be a tombstone in France.”
